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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/26/2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 7, 22-26, and 28-36 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 17, Watanabe, Benjaram, Ukita, and Schmidl do not teach, 
alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

temporary data storage circuitry operably coupled to store data, where the 
temporary data storage circuitry includes registers of different size; 

a data storage logic module, which data storage logic module determines which 
available register should be used for storing the data based upon the size of the data 
that is to be temporarily stored; 

a plurality of Bluetooth and native clocks operably coupled to support timing 
functionality of the timer circuitry according to Bluetooth specifications when in a master 
mode; and 
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a plurality of externally-driven Bluetooth and native clocks operably coupled to 
support timing functionality of the timer circuitry according to Bluetooth specifications 
when in a slave mode. 

Regarding Claim 31, Watanabe, Benjaram, Ukita, and Schmidl do not teach, 
alone nor in combination, a 64-bit storage register, a 48-bit storage register, a 32-bit 
storage register, a 16-bit storage register, and data storage logic circuitry for 
determining which of the temporary storage registers is to store a piece of data that is to 
be temporarily stored in a microsequencer for use as a real-time Bluetooth baseband 
controller.
